The 
prime rate was rated to four 
and a half per cent from four 
per cent last May and wns ine 
creased to the present five per 
cent level in Septenber, Another 
boost probably would lift) the 
nate to five and a half per cent. 

In keeping with the higher 
rate trend, the Treasury's short- 
term borrowing costs rose 
part weck to an average yleld 
of 4.670 per cent on lalest issue 
of 73-week bills, sctting a new 
dish for the third time within 
a month, 

The trend for a higher in~ 
terest rate would also be sup- 
plicd—<t Jeast in the cas: of 
smaller, individual loans—the 
fact that the present high rate 
of consumer spending and in- 
deotedness has reduced the rate 
of savings by individuals this 
year by some two per cent be- 
low Jast year and by ten per cent 
below 1957. 


Savings Report 

The securities exchange com- 
mission report on tavings of all 
kinds for the first nlne months 
of 1959 showed that in that 
period financial holdings by in- 
dividuals showed an increase of 
$24.9 billion, a record which 
surpassed the previous high of 
$20.7 billion in the firet three 
quarters of 1957.

Pier, waa’ the subject 
of Old Colonial’a column in 
the S.C.M. Post. He illus- 
trated hia story with a 
photograph of* Pedder 
Street and the pier, taken 
in 1899. 


“It is interesting,” hoe 
wrote, “to trace tho history 
of this, one of the oldest 
landing stages in. the 
Colony.” 


In the beginning, a rude. 
wooden picr was constructed on 
a cite approximately where the 
trafic lights now 
stand in the middle of Des 
Vocux Road. This was the 
original seafront,” 1 


“The first harbour master of | 
Hongkong, Lt, William Pedder, ° 
R.N,, had his name given ¢o. the 
wharf; as it was to the rising 
land cast of Wyndham Street, 
where his office was built, and 
which for many years was 
known as Pedder’s HIIL" 


“In duc course we find 
Pedder’s Wharf a definite 
locality of the city, and several 
business firms had thelr ad- 
dresses as such, In old necords.” 

There are no details at pre- 
sent availablo of the earifer 
chanyrs of this site, but m the 
1880's it was found necessary to 
reconetruct the pler, and a sub- 
stantial wooden one was built.” 

“It ta interesting to note the 
following wken trom the 
Nongkong Telegraph, February 
12, 1886: |, ' 

“The first pile of the new 
Pedder’s Wharf was driven at 
11.35 o'clock this: forenoon, at a 
distance of 38 feet from the 
Praya Wall. This pile is of 
Aranga wpod, one foot. in 
breadth and depth and 24 feet 
long. fron-shod at both ends, © 

“Three similar piles have 
been towed over from 
Tsimshateul and are ready ‘to 
be put into place.”” 

Old Colontal continues, “From 
a later account it is shown that | 
the wharf was situated exactly 
at the foot of Pedder Street, tts . 
centre ling coinciding with the 
centre lino of the roadway, ' 

“It extended 198 feet out 
from the Praya Wall and was 
40 fect brood, having six sets 
of steps down -to the water.”
